At the banquet at Toronto in NovcinbLi- 
o£ last year. SuvJohK'Macdo^jald deliver- 
ed an able w and -.practical speech in thu 
course of which he defined the policy and 
principles of the -Conservative p:uty and 
government with much clearness. About 
that time one or two of the Liberal leaders 
had delivered speeches in which they an- 
nounced their adhesion to the doc- 
trino of independence, that ia, a se- 
verenco of the politicaUies which bind the 
Dominion to Groat iJritain. .\mons the 
most pronounced in favorof itulepdndence 
was Mr. Edoak, be.st known here for 
hia connection with the celebrated mis- 
sion to Victoria in 1874. Sir Jou.v referr- 
.edto Mr. Edoar's and other speeches and 
after expreasing the conviction that Inde- 
(lendenco would not bo accepted by the 
country at largo, because it meant the ul- 
timat-t; annexation of the Doiuinion to the 
United States, declared that the cry for 
autonomy meant "veiled treaaoii." In 
other words, that the advocates of Inde- 
pendence really aimed at the annesatiou 
i)f the Dominion to the United States. 
Mr. Blake'.s resolution which was voted 
down on the 23rd inst. claimed for tlie 
E)ominion government the right of an in- 
dependent nation tomako and enforce trea- 
ties with foreign nations. This resolu- 
tion the senior member for this city— Sir 
.)OHN Mac'DOXali) — eloquently resisted 
and it was voted down by an overwhelm- 
ing majority — a fate which we hope In 
.see cveiy advocate of the heresy meet at 
iho hands of the electors at theapproacli- 
ing general election. A passing notice of 
the oiroumstanoo would Hiiflice were it 
not for the fact that Sir John'.s colleague, 
Mr. DeOosmo.s, jumped at the chance to 
secure notoriety, and actuated by a desire 
to make himself conspicuou.s for eccen- 
tricity in a body whore he lias failed, 
;Lfter eleven years' membership, to achieve 
distinction, announced himself in fa- 
vor of Independence. This declaration 
will take liis friends IieVo by surprise; and 
will not, surely, add to his political 
.strength in a constituency where four 
ycirs ago when standing as an ultra 
loyalist and CDii.sprvativc he liad a 
narrow scjneak for Iii.s seat. The position 
of Canada as an independent nation would 
be one of isolation and extreme weakness . 
With a powerful and aggressive people of 
50,000,000 on her southern border, with 
a long coast lino undefended and with a 
trouWeaome fisheiy question likely at any 
moment to provoke liostilities, the term 
that she .would bo allowed to enjoy her 
"independent" situation would be limit- 
ed. Connected with Great Britain Can- 
ada is strong, because she ciin rely upon 
the physical and moral support of that 
powerful nation to sustain her in any 
emergency. Separated she would fall an 
easy prey to the strong power on the 
south. Independence means .\nnexation. 
No public man advocates tlio lir.st u itli- 
ont moaning the second; unJ no man wlio 
veils his treasonable aims beliind the 
thin mask of Independence is entitled to 
public confidence or support by the eli-c- 
tera of Victoria.

"DOWN AMONG THE DKA l> MKX,

Cofferdam — a fizzle. Dry dock — a liz- 
zie, luland railway — a fi/.zlo. Cement — 
a !i7^\c. Everything this government puts 
il.i hand to aomes to grief. Whatever it 
touches is blue-moulded immediately. 
Where two roads — the right and the 
wrong — are open to them they are certain 
to take the wrong one. The perversity of 
their natnrcs is such that when they are 
advised to go in one direction they in- 
variably choose the opposite. "Paddy," 
asked tlie gentleman, "where are you 
driving that pig to?" "To Cork, your 
anner." "But this is not the road to 
Cork, it is theroad toLimerick." "Whist, 
your anner," quoth Pat. "The pig wanted 
to go to Cork and I wanted to go te Lim- 
erick; and divil a fut would he move till 
I tould him that wo was on the Cork 
road. It's desavin' the baste, I am." 
We have often thought that the policy of 
opposition should have been a makebu- 
Hove one — tliat when they wished to drive 
the government to Limorlck they should 
have "des.aved" them and driven them to 
Cork instead. The disaster to which we 
have to allude this morning has reference 
to the cement. Several hundred tone 
were on board the Tropic, wliich 
has just sunk oft' Montevideo. The co- 
uienfc waa insured, and the government 
will-lose nothing; but there is the im- 
portant element of time, for without ce- 
ment the drydock work cannot progress 
and things must bo at a standstill for a 
long time.

Paris, jVIarch 25th. 
Tlio trades of the capital unite once a 
year to banquet in common, and the re- 
presentatives being chiefly big wigs, tho 
proceedings are treated witli the import- 
ance duo to all authorities. It w.as an- 
nounced that tho conimcrcial and indus- 
trial world of Paris will have a Merchants' 
Hall to themselves, the site will bo tho 
wheat and Hour market, a vast kind of 
tower of other days, and as.'iociated with 
Law and his South Sea .schemings. The 
present House was originally a Merchants' 
Exchange; but Plutua drovc| that cla.ss 
out; the money changers expelled the sel- 
lers of doves. It was further stated that 
tiMdcs would be soon legally permitted to 
form themselves into a corporation with- 
out being ^u.spectcd as Fifth Jlonnrchy 
men. * t • " 

Doctors ditlcred'on the subject of com-

M. Priulhommo is a poet 
in the true sense of the word; not unlike 
ilusaet in appearance as in style, he is 
more celebrated than popidar; is -lu years 
of age, with brown beard and chesnut 
hair, both well combed and brushed; no 
wild frenzy rolls in his blue eyes; ho looks 
strong, scientific and melancholy — the 
tniits that distinguish his j)oenis. He is 
the son of his works; ho conimcnceil life 
in the famous Cruznt foundry thai siq). 
plies England with locomotives. 

Political questions in France being 
now complicated by religion, lose much 
of their importance. Opposition senators 
having stated they would not, as parents 
or guardians, oliey the law on compulsory 
education, the minister replied if they 
resisted they would be imprisoned like 
the hiunbloHt of the sovereign people. 
The Budget Commissioner is the most 
important named by the Chamber, and as 
much intrigue is employed to be nominat- 
ed thereto as to be appointed to an em- 
ba.=.sy.

Another class of society is also in 
process of being extirpated, owing to the 
cutting off of supplies, viz., tlie tjniiinol 
the thmi hwnile; several of these starshave 
shot from their spheres and their palaces 
brought ,to tho hammer. It affords an 
opportunity to the victims of the world 
to take an Asmodeaii peep into tho gilded 
dens of tho marble hearted beauties. One 
mansion has tho stairs capeted with white 
velvet. Not many years .ago a virtuous 
lady would blush were it known slie at- 
tended a sale of goods belonging to an As- 
pasia era Phryne; now she chatters about 
tho matter as an everyday event, and 
drives in her carriage to the residences .as 
if going a shopping. 

The Ambigu theatre dminatised the 
Tichborne affair, under— the title, "Jack 
Tempi5to," in seven tableaux, by M. El- 
ze'ar.

Patal Accident at a Soard School. 

On Monday afternoon a disastrous ac- 
cident occurred at Pollokshields, near 
(Glasgow, by which four children were 
killed and about twenty injured. Tiie 
scene of the accident was a largo school in 
connection with the Govan School Board. 
There are over 800 pupils on the roll, and 
nearly that number were in attendance 
cn Monday. Between 12 and 1 o'clock 
half tho children attending school were 
in tho play ground. They belonged to 
the junior division, and were, therefore, 
all tender years. On one side of the 
ground there w.as a largo shed, about 90 
feet long, under which some 20 children 
were running about when, suddenly and 
without the slightest warning, it collaps- 
ed, tearing away the masonry at the back 
and sides. The event gro.ated the great- 
est excitemont, and tho school attendants 
immediately hurried out and set about 
rescuing the children. Most of them 
wero quickly released, but it was found 
thai George Mills, aged 12, Susan Scott, 
.aged 9, and Agnes Twendale, aged 10,had 
h)st their lives. A fourth, a young girl 
named Louisa Dickie, .aged 9, died within 
a couple of hours. The other injured 
children were removed to tlieir parents' 
homes in cabs and were immediately at- 
tended by medical gentlemen in tho dis- 
trict. The school is one of the finest in 
Glasgow, and was erected three years ago 
at considerable expense, and anything 
like structural weakness was believed to 
be out of the qiteslion. An examination 
of the shed, however, has apparently dis- 
closed the fact that the catastrophe arose 
from defective ticing. The roof.was aup- 
p.irtcd on live pillars audfurtherstrength- 
cned by live large beams stretching 
from the front to the back wall, into 
which they were carried 31 inches. The 
weakness seoms to have been due to the 
b.ack wall not having been bolted or 
otherwise secured by metals. The occur- 
rence will be investigated bv the authori- 
ties.
